Destructive Forces 
at Work Coday

here are several deceptive 
forces at work today undermin- 
ing those biblical principles which 
Bible-believing people hold. The 
words of Paul to the church at 
Ephesus are very significant for 
our day: 

“For I have not shunned to de- 
clare unto you all the counsel of 
God. Take heed therefore unto 
yourselves, and to all the flock, 
over the which the Holy Ghost 
hath made you overseers, to feed 
the church of God, which he hath 
purchased with his own blood, For 
I know this, that after my depart- 
ing shall grievous wolves enter in 
among you, not sparing the flock. 


Also of your own selves shall 
men arise, speaking perverse 
things, to draw away disciples 


after them. Therefore, watch, and 
remember, that by the space of 
three years I ceased not to warn 
everyone night and day with tears. 
And now, brethren, I commend 
you to God, and to the word of 
his grace, which is able to build 
you up, and to give you an im- 
heritance among all them which 
are sanctified”—Acts‘ 20 :27-32. 
The church at Ephesus was 
dearly loved by Paul. He had paid 
a great price and suffered much 
persecution in establishing it (I 
Cor. 15:32). With tears Paul had 
warned night and day to watch 
for those who would speak per- 
verse things and draw away dis- 
ciples after them. It was only thir- 
ty years later that John wrote 


from exile on the Isle of Patmos 
that this once  well-instructed, 
Spiritually powerful church at 
Ephesus had fallen to these very 
false teachers and Had left their 
first love (Rev. 2:4, 5). 


Paul’s warning to the church at 
Ephesus is much needed today. An 
indifference and lack of discern- 
ment have settled down on many 
Christians and churches. Many 
Christians today cannot - distin- 
guish between a modernist and a 
fundamentalist, an apostate and 
a Bible-believer, a heretic and one 
who holds to sound doctrine. 
Many cannot see that men who 
deny the Bible are present and 
often in complete control. Paul 
taught in Acts 20:30 that modern- 
ism would have its beginning with- 
in the churches. This is the reason 


why the Bible teaches that judg-| 


ment must begin at the house of 
God (I Pet. 4:17). 


There are certain principles in 
the Scriptures for which Bible- 
believers stand and for which they 
have been persecuted and even put 
to death from the very days of our 
Lord. There are powerful forces 
at work today to undermine and 
destroy these historic distinctives 
of the Bible. 


Multitudes everywhere are with- 
out Christ. If these are to be 
reached for God, it is paramount 
that we recognize the evil forces 
at work today seeking to destroy

cle written by a veteran reporter 
who had been present in the court- 
room when every “death verdict” 
had been presented in that par- 


ticular county for more than a 
quarter of a century. Hence, the 
author of the item wrote from 
long personal observation. 

The reporter first gave many 
murder trial, such as gestures to 
judge which “tip off” the verdict 
before it is announced. But the 
most noteworthy thing about the 
article was the reporter’s personal 
conviction. summed up in the fol- 
lowing words: 

“Having covered criminal trials 
a good many years, I have ex- 
pressed myself as an advocate of 
the death penalty in certain 
crimes. 

“Many who oppose the death 
penalty have not attended the 
trials in question, have not seen 
the families of those who have 
met death or violence at the hands 
of those convicted. 

“This reporter feels compassion 
for anyone who has strayed so far 
from normal human standards as 
to commit some of the crimes im- 
volved. But likewise, should there 
not be compassion for the victims 
and their families? Should mot the 
punishment ‘fit’ the crime? Should 
a prison sentence, even for life, 
be imposed, when doubtless the 
prisoner will be released on 
parole?” 

It was interesting to note that 
this reporter told of one murder 
trial where the jury had imposed 
the death sentence upon the de- 
fendant, then it was later discov- 
ered that the jurors had opened 
every period of deliberation with 
prayer for Divine guidance in 
seeking their conclusion.

The result of such candid movies 
has been a cry of alarm heard 
round the land. One... leader de- 
pored Hollywood's emphasis on

on a “sex binge.” There is a gen- 
eral awareness that American 
movies have suddenly become 
more “frank,” “adult” or “dirty” 
that the. public morality may 
somehow be in danger and that 
something ought to be done about 
it. (Condensed from the _ 6-‘60 
Reader’s Digest.) 

A recent issue of the Saturday 
Evening Post (8-6-’60) takes to 
task the modern theatre and night 
club entertainment, saying they 
should be described by reviewers 
as, “Not for your daughter and 
her friends home for the holidays,” 
or “Plain upper-bracket smut.” 


In a recent issue of The New 
York Times Magazine, Marya 
Mannes, a staff writer for The 
Reporter magazine, asks why so 
many people will pay high prices 
to “spend several hours of so 
many nights in the company of 
addicts, perverts, sadists, hys- 
terics, bums, dehkinquents§ and 
others afflicted in mind and body.” 
“Sweet Bird of Youth” would not 
have done as well as it did if 
play reviewers had indicated that 
it was concerned with, in the 
words of Miss Mannes, “an aging 
Hollywood star with her concur- 
rent needs of drink, drugs, oxygen 
and coitus: her’ blackmailing, 
young-punk paramour; his ravish- 
ed and hysterectomized young 
‘sweetheart,’ and their accompany- 
ing chorus of psychotic or, degen- 
erate Southern townsfolk.” 


Evidently the corruption § in 
movies and theatres is wide- 
spread. The Prairie Overcomer 
quotes Mrs. Booth Clibborn as

I liked to give out circulars—

(I always have thought bulldogs 
looked the toughest and ugliest 
of any dog on earth, and that day 
I thought an animal as fierce as 
a grown-up lion was charging at 
me!)

No matter how scared I was 
that day in Dallas, that didn’t 
make the little bulldog dangerous, 
did it? He was still the same little 
bulldog who couldn’t have hurt 
me if he wanted to. And that is 
true about many of the things we 
fear. Perhaps there is no reason 
to be afraid. Nearly always the 
thing we fear is not as bad as 
we think it is. 

The Bible gives many verses 
that can help you when you are 
scared. Psalm 56:3 says, “What 
time I am afraid, I will trust 
in thee.” And Psalm 27:1 says, 
“The Lord is my light and my 
salvation; whom shall I fear? the 
Lord is the strength of my life; 
of whom shall I be afraid?” Will 
you learn these verses? They will 
help when you are scared. 

I used to ask the Lord to help 
me when a dog was near. I think 
that nearly always, when I went 
to houses where there were dogs, 
I went expecting the Lord Jesus 
to be with me and to help.

They Left the N.C.C. 


-The First Baptist Church of San Francisco Tells Why They 
Left the National Council of Churches Officially, After 
It Attacked the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee and Took the Side of Communists in the 
Communist-Inspired Riot in San Francisco

The National Council of Church- 
es has now for some years, been 
increasingly under fire for the 
modernism and the pro-communist 
leanings of its leaders. The same 
group who made up the old Fed- 
eral Council of Churches got such 
a bad name that they finally re- 
organized, changed their name, 
and tried to get out from under 
the odium of the unbelief, the so- 
cialism, and the tendency toward 
communism, 


A year or so ago the National 
Council of Churches made vio- 
lent protests because the Ameri- 
can Air Force Manual warned that 
communism had infiltrated the 
clergy, and that some ministers 
were fellow travelers of commu- 
nism and some were actual com- 
munists. 


The House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee is the body elected 
by Congress to ferret out com- 
munism wherever it is a danger 
to the peace and safety of our 
country, and to act for Congress 
in recommending what action 
should be taken, and in informing 
the American people of the danger 
of the enemies from within, prin- 
cipally communism. 


In San Francisco last year, com- 
munists inspired a riot of students 
in a hearing of this committee 
of Congressmen. The communists, 
aided by modernists, organized 
students and others to create a 
disturbance, to try to break up 
the meeting of the committee, 
and then attacked policemen and 
others who were trying to keep 
order. Three policemen were hos- 
pitalized, after being beaten and 
injured by the mob. 


A moving picture film was tak- 
en of the riot, and now this care- 
fully documented film, with actual 
pictures of the riot and showing 
who caused it and how it prog- 
ressed under communist leader- 
ship, is being spread widely over 
America. The title of the film is 


ing the House Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee. 

Now the First Baptist Church 
of San Francisco, Pastor Curtis 
R. Nims, on February 26, at a 
specially called business meeting 
following the Sunday morning 
service, voted to withdraw all sup- 
port of the State and City Council 
of Churches, which they had sup- 
ported financially. Out of the hun- 
dreds present, only five persons 
voted against the resolution.

Dr. Bob Jones Comments 


On Here and Hereafter

Some time ago a student of 
Bob Jones University came to me 
and said, “Dr. Bob, I have a 
feeling of depression sometimes. 
Something tries to convince me I 
am not saved.” 


I asked the young man if he 
was dead sure that in his heart 
the best he knew how he had 
really trusted the Lord Jesus 
Christ to save him. 


He said, “Yes, I remember the 
very time and the very place when 
I told Jesus in my heart that lI 
knew I could not save myself, but 
that I believed He died for me 
and was able to save me, and the 
best I knew how, I trusted Him. 
I haven’t been bothered until re- 
cently; but now the question keeps 
coming up, ‘Am I saved?’ ”’ 


I said, “Well, let me ask you 
something. Do you in your heart 


it does not necessarily represent 
the thinking, approval, or opinion 
of thousands of Christians in the 
constituent congregations. 


4. Our belief that there has 
been a general tendency in re- 
cent years to expect religious pro- 
fessionals to carry too heavy a 
share of those _ responsibilities 
which should be carried jointly by 
professionals and laity, thus the 
majority of controversial political, 
economic or sociological questions 
are decided without proper con- 
sideration and far too little re- 
search. 


Questions that duly constituted 
governmental authorities must 
take months to decide are often 
disposed of by boards of directors 
of the councils at a monthly 
luncheon meeting. 

No referendum is expected on 
any of*the political pronounce- 
ments; no procedure for referring 
questions to the constituency is 
provided; no provision is made 
for a minority conscience or con- 
viction to be publicly heard. 

>. Our belief that the above 
named weaknesses contributed to 
the February resolution of the 
N.C. N.C.C, board of. directors, 
condemning by inference a duly 


constituted committee of Con- 
gress. 

We believe that a local con- 
gregation and the _ corporate 


Church, as the conscience of the 
community, both have the duty 
and right to speak out on all 
moral issues. We do not believe 
that any religious group should 
issue controversial public _pro- 
nouncements on the political as- 
pects of economic and _ social 
issues, that become subject to ex- 
ploitation by “pressure groups,” 
unless and until such opinions are 
ascertained to be the factual con- 
victions of those they are supposed 
to represent. 


6. We. believe that when the 


General Board of the National 
Council of Churches adopted a 


resolution last April, 1960, de- 
manding that the Chairman of the 
H.C.U.A. retract his statements 
and apologize to the members of 
the N. C. C.,, they should have 
been willing to respond to his tele- 
gram, sent to each signatory, 
Which said: “Do you desire the 
opportunity to appear before the 
Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities in order to question the 
accuracy of the material which 
came from committee files and 
which appears in the Air Force 
Manual? If you desire such op- 
portunity, we can arrange a time 
convenient to yourself.” Francis 
Walter, Chairman, H.C.U.A. 

From April, 1960, to this date, 
there has been no reply to this 
invitation. 

We believe finally that any ac- 
tion of the Councils or their 
boards ought to be taken only in 
the full light of our knowledge of 
the virgin-born Son of God; any 
public statement ought ‘to be in 
keeping with the redemptive 
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right now trust Jesus the best you 
know how to save you?” 

He said, “Yes, the best I know 
how.” 

I said, “Jesus said, ‘Him that 
cometh to me I will in no wise 
cast out.’ Now, are you going to 
believe what Jesus said or believe 
your feelings?” 

His face lit up, and he said, “I 
believe what He said.” 

The world says that seeing is 
believing, but in a Christian sense, 
believing is seeing. Feeling is 
mentioned just twice in the Bible, 
and it is never mentioned in con- 
nection with salvation. Personally, 
I do not feel saved. I feel happy 
because I know I am saved; and 
I know I am saved because I 
know Jesus Christ keeps His Word, 
and { know He loved me enough 
to die for me, and I know He 
said if I would come to Him, He 
would not cast me out. This posi- 
tion does not discount what the 
world ¢alls “heartfelt religion.” It 
simply puts faith and feeling in 
the proper places. 


Unbelief Comes From 
Sinful Hearts 


One time an infidel said to an 
old, plain, humble Christian wom- 
an,. ‘Madam, I can prove to your 
own eyes that the Bible is false.” 

The old woman said, “I would 
believe the Bible before I would 
believe my Own eyes.” 

The infidel said, “What makes 
you talk that way?” 

The old saint replied, ‘These 
old eyes have fooled me a thou- 
sand times, but this blessed old 
Book has never fooled me once.” 

This good, old, country, Chris- 
tian saint had _ good, practical, 
common sense. I doubt if any 
Christian ever lived long enough 
to put to the test all the wonder- 
ful promises of God; but some of 
us have tested many of them, and 
every one we have ever put to 
the test we have found to be 
true. God’s Word never fails. I 
would believe God’s Word more 
than I believe my own mind. 

I happen to be the founder of 
a Christian liberal arts wniver- 
sity, and it has high academic 
standards; but Bob Jones Univer- 
sity never tests the statements 
of the Bible by the conclusions 
of scholarship. It tests the con- 
clusions of scholarship by the Bi- 
ble. Jesus told Nicodemus, “If I 
have told you earthly things, and 
ye believe not, how shall ye be- 
lieve, if I tell you of heavenly 
things?” 

The Bible is not meant to teach 
men science, but it is scientifically 
correct. If the Book is inspired, 
which means it is God-breathed 
(and that is what it claims to be), 
then whatever it says about the 
world, or the human’ mind, or the 
life to come, or the needs of the 


human heart, or anything else; is 
absolutely true. Born-again, 
Spirit-led, consecreted Christians 
have no difficulty believing the 
Bible. 


People ask, “Do I have to be- 
lieve in the virgin birth to be 
a Christian?” 

This is our answer: A _ born- 
again Christian will not question 
in his own mind and heart the 
virgin birth of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. When I was converted, I 
never stopped to think about His 
being born of a virgin. I just 
thought about His dying to save 
me. After that, what I read in the 
Bible about His being born of a 
virgin just seemed to me to be 
the only way He could have been 
born to be the Son of God and 
die to save me and rise from the 
dead. These modernistic scholars 
are not thinkers; they are just 
sinners. All they need is a new 
birth and the spiritual apprehen- 
sion that all born-again Chris- 
tians have. The trouble is never 
in the heads of sinners; it is al- 
ways in the hearts of sinners. 
When a man gives God his heart, 
He combs the kinks out of a man’s 
head.

will be leaving at 7:30.” This was 
7:15. With a brief case in one 
hand, and a dictating machine in 
the other, Dr. Rice climbed the 
steps to the jet plane. Usually Mrs. 
Rice and I leave immediately after 
he boards the plane, but thinking 
the airport in Baltimore § still 
might be closed in, and there 
would be a further delay in Chi- 
cago, we stayed around until the 
steps were removed from _ the 
plane and were sure that the 
flight would leave in a few min- 
utes. 


This pace and this routine of 
meeting Dr. Rice at the airport 
between flights is not unusual, but 
usual. Mrs, Rice takes him clean 
shirts and socks and exchanges 
them for soiled clothes, and then 
he is off again. 

Many of you readers will] never 
know what a hurried, lonely life 
Dr. Rice leads. But we know and 
do what we can to lighten his 
load. 

I tell you this for one reason: 
that is that you pray much for 
the editor. Many younger men 
could not keep up this pace. Dr. 
Rice will be sixty-six years old 
December 11. Much of this heavy 
work is for your good, He answers 
your letters far into the night, or 
on a fast moving train, or in a 
hotel room, or in his car on the 
way to the airport. Sometimes he 
comes back to his office late at 
night to dictate, when there is no 
one to disturb him. He prays for 
you when you bring to him your 
special burdens. He looks through 
hundreds of books, doing research 
for the greatest sermons he can 
find for your blessing. 

What does he get out of this? 


Sword employees get paid every 
two weeks. What a happy day is 
Friday afternoon at five o’clock 
of the second week! But no pay 
nvelope comes to the editor. I 
have worked for him. twenty-six 


years and he has never drawn a 


pay check from the Sword of the 
Lord any payday of that time. 
Do you know what his pay is? 
Your letters, telling when you are 
blessed by some article or letters 
telling when souls are saved. 


So why don’t you sit down and 
write him? Mrs. Rice would not 
mind if your letter read some- 
thing like this: “Dear Dr. Rice, 
I love you.” In fact, she would re- 
joice with him over your love.

When I bring 
her down occasionally for the 
afternoon, she makes a beeline 
for his office and if he is sitting 
in his chair, she puts her little 
feet up on him and begs to get on 
his lap. He never denys her re- 
quest. If he goes upstairs for any 
reason, she stands at the head of 
the stairs and waits for him to 
come back down. If he lies down 
on the couch for a brief nap, she 
wants to lie beside him. 

Mrs. Rice and I went with Dr, 
Rice to Norfolk, Virginia, in Feb- 
ruary; Dixie went, too. If you had 
dropped in to see us, you would 
most likely have found Dixie on 
his lap, with Dr. Rice rubbing her 
with his left hand while he held 
his dictating mike in the other. 
In Norfolk he took her for walks, 
spanked her when she needed 
spanking. 

Why does she love him so? I 
think she is being grateful for the 
nice long car ride she had when 
he brought her all the way from 
Texas to live at my house. She 
is thanking him for his many kind- 
nesses to her. If she could write 
I am sure she would take a pen 
between her tiny paws and pour 
out her love for him in a letter. 

If my little Chihuahua is grate-

Do you remember where we first 
read of that valley in Scripture? 
You recall how God gave Israel 
such marvelous victory when 
they went up against Jericho. He 
told them that they were not to 
take of the riches of Jericho for 
themselves. Then a few days 
later, when they went against Ai, 
only to suffer an humiliating de- 
feat, Joshua threw himself down 
before God and said, “O Lord, 
what shall I say, when Israel 
turneth their backs before their 
enemies?” And God said, “Get 
thee up; wherefore liest thou thus 
upon thy face? Israel hath sinned, 
and they have also transgressed 
my covenant which I commanded 
them: for they have even taken 
of the accursed thing, and have 
also stolen, and dissembled also, 
and they have put it even among 
their own stuff.

Ill, The Valley of the Shadow 


There is another valley through 
which we all pass. Psalm 23:4: 


“Yea, though I walk through 
the valley of the shadow of death, 
I will fear no evil; for thou art 
with me; thy rod and thy staff 
they comfort me,” 


I said that every one of us 
shall pass through this valley, and 
some of you may have thought, 
“Oh, but if the Lord should come, 
we will never have to go through 
the valley of the shadow of 
death.” 

The valley of the shadow of 
death is not the hour of death 
itself; but it is that deep, dark 
valley through which we are called 
to pass when the death of a 
loved one casts a dark shadow 
over our lives. That is the valley 
of the shadow of death, and who 
is there here that has not passed 
through it!

IV. The Vailey of Berachah 


Not all the valleys are dark. 
There is another one which is 
the valley of gladness. We are 


told that when King Jehoshaphat 
won a great victory, he led the 
people -of Israel into a remarkable 
valley. 

“And on the fourth day 
assembled themselves in the. valley 
of Berachah; for’ there~ they 
blessed. the ord: therefore the 
peme of the same place was called, 
The valley of Berachah, unto this 
Il Chron. 20:26. 

Berachah means what? It 
means blessing. All blessings are 
not received upon the mountain- 
tops, in the high and great ex- 
periences of life, but down in the 
low places, down in the valleys 
of the commonplace; there we also 
have communion with God and 
happy fellowship with Him. One 
of our Christian poets has written:

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that ye believe on him whom he 
hath sent” (John 6:29). Refusal 
to believe on Christ is to rob God 
of the honor, worship and obedi- 
ence which He deserves. 


Barabbas Was a Rebel 


Mark gives a portrait of Barab- 
bas in one verse when he writes, 
“And there was one named Barab- 
bas, which lay bound with them 
that had made insurrection with 
him, who had committed murder 
in the insurrection” (Mark 15:7). 


Barabbas had revolted against 
Roman rule. Some have conjec- 
tured that he was a member of 
the group called “Zealots” who 
were open opponents of the Rom- 
ans and advocated a violent over- 
throw of the government. Wheth- 
er or not this be true, it is a fact 
that Barabbas was in opposition 
to the constituted authority of the 
day. He was a rebel. 


To rebel is to “oppose one in 
authority.” Barabbas, as one who 
opposed authority, is representa- 
tive of every human being. There 
is not a person on the face of 
the earth who is not now, or who 
has not been, a rebel. While we 
may not have participated in a re- 
volt against any humanly-consti- 
tuted authority, we have rebelled 
against divinely-constituted au- 
thority. Jeremiah lamented the 
fact that the people of his day 
were rebels against God when he 
wrote, “Stand ye in the ways, and 
see, and ask for the old paths, 
where is the good way, and walk 
therein, and ye shall find rest for 
your souls. But they said, We will 
not walk therein” (Jer. 6:16). Is- 
rael needed the spiritual rest that 
only God could give. Why did they 
not find it? They rebelled against 
God, refused to listen to Him, and 
rejected His messenger. Listen 
again to Isaiah who, after describ- 
ing the wonderful love and pity of 
God in dealing with Israel, said, 
“But they rebelled, and vexed his 
holy Spirit: therefore he was 
turned to be their enemy, and he 
fought against them” (Isa. 63:10). 


Every sinner stands in Barab- 
bas’ place—a rebel against God. 
Jesus said, “Ye will not come to 
me, that ye might have life” (John 
2:40). Stephen accused his own 
nation, and by application the 
whole world, of rebellion against 
God when he cried, “Ye stiff- 
necked and uncircumcised in heart 
and ears, ye do always resist the 
Holy Ghost” (Acts 7:51). The rea- 
son “for: man’s future judgment is 
the fact that he refuses to obey 
—he is a rebel. Paul writes, “In 
flaming fire taking vengeance on 
them that know not God, and that 
obey not the gospel of our Lord 
Jesus Christ (I Thess. 1:8). 


Man is born a disobedient being. 
All members of the human race 
are “sons of disobedience” (Eph. 
2:2). Mommy tells the little child 
that the cookie jar is “out of 
bounds.” What thought crosses the 
child’s mind? “Can’t have any? 
Boy, I’m going to see if I can get 
some anyway.” So there he goes in 
a stealthy attempt to “snitch” 
some cookies. Why does he do it? 
Because we are born with a na- 
tural desire to be rebels against 


authority. We are “sons of dis- 
obedience.” We are all Barab- 
basses. 


Barabbas Was a Murderer 


We are told in Scripture (Mark 
15:7) that Barabbas had commit- 
ted murder in the uprising in 
Which he had a part. His hands 
were bloody. He had taken human 
life. 

God’s judgment has rested from 
the very beginning upon those who 
take the lives of others. The foun- 
dation of human government is 
given in Genesis 9:6, ““Whoso shed- 
deth man’s blood, by man shall 
his blood be shed: for in the im- 
age of God made he man.” In oth- 
er words, men who murder other 
men shall in turn be punished by 
the loss of their own lives. 

Modern efforts to abolish this 
divine law of capital punishment 
only reveal the ignorance of men 
regarding the basis of human gov- 
ernment. To tamper with this 
right of human government is to 
undermine its very foundation. 

Yes, Barabbas was a murderer. 
And so are you! You say you have 
never killed another?. But you 
have! And so have I! 

The famous artist, Rembrandt, 
placed on canvas a striking picture 


of the crucifixion scene. Friends 
came in to view the finished pro- 
duct. Their attention was immedi- 
ately focused upon the central 
figure—the dying Jesus on the 
cross. Around Him were gathered 
the multitude. There were the 
hard-bitten Roman soldiers to 
whom death was as common as 
life, gambling at His feet for the 
robe which He had worn. A little 
further away the wan and tor- 
tured faces of the women who had 
followed Him to the spot of cru- 
cifixion. On the other side the 
haughty, sneering Pharisees, smug 
in the thought that this contemp- 
tuous carpenter of Nazareth would 
disturb them no longer, 
But then over at the edge of the 
painting—what was that? Why 
. that shadowy figure at the 
very edge—it was Rembrandt him- 
self! He was there, helping to cru- 
cify Jesus! He had painted himself 
as one of the mob. 


‘Twas | that shed the sacred blood 
| nailed Him to the tree. 

! crucified the Christ of God, 
| joined the mockery. 


The Word of God declares that 
all of us helped to murder Jesus. 
Our sins were the hammers that 
drove the nails into His blessed 
hands and feet. The weight of our 
Sins pressed the cruel crown of 
thorns deep into His brow. Our 
sins broke upon Him like a raging 
torrent as He died in that lonely 
place. How graphically has the 
poet described it for us. 


| saw One hanging on the tree, 
In agony and blood; 

He fixed His lanquid eyes on me, 
As near His cross | stood. 


Sure, never, till my latest breath, 

Can | forget that look: 

It seemed to charge me with His death, 
Tho’ not a word He spoke. 


My conscience felt and owned the guilt, 


And plunged me in despair; 
| saw my sins His blood had split, 
And helped to nail Him there. 


Yes, you are a murderer, and 
so am I. We are guilty of cruci- 
fying the Lord of glory for it was 
our sins that nailed Him to the 
tree. This is the meaning of Isaiah 
03:6, “All we like sheep have gone 
astray; and we have turned every- 
one to his own way; and the Lord 
hath laid on him the iniquity of us 
all.” And Paul says He “died for 


our sins” (I Cor. 15:3). He “gave 


himself for our sins” (Gal, 1:4). 
And what is perhaps one of the 
most profound statements of Paul, 
“For he hath made him to be sin 
for us, who knew no sin; that we 
might be made -the righteousness 
of God in him” (II Cor. 5:21). 
It was our sins that put Jesus 
on the cross. He would never have 
gone there had it not been for 
our sins. We nailed Him there. 
We are murderers, condemned, 
guilty. But, thank God, a final 
stanza remains of the old hymn 
just quoted: 


A second look He gave, which said, 
“! freely all forgive: 

This blood is for thy ransom paid, 
| die that thou may’st live.” 


In the death of Christ there is 
life forevermore for the believ- 
ing sinner. 


Barabbas Was’ a Prisoner. 


There he lay. His hands and 
feet fast in iron chains. The cold 
dungeon floor provided little rest 
of body. The darkness closed about 
him like the very cloak of death. 
He was a prisoner. He was “bound 
with them that had made insur- 
rection with him” (Mark 15:7). 

A prisoner is not free to come 
and go as he pleases. He is con- 
fined, locked up, deprived of his 
freedom. So it was with Barabbas. 
So it is with every human being 
in this world who does not know 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Nothing is 
more certain and more real than 
the fact that every unsaved per- 
son is a prisoner. Satan is dis- 
tinctly stated to be the one who 


“opened not the house of his 


prisoners” (Isa. 14:17). Satan is 
a jailor, and a jealous one at that. 
He releases prisoners very reluc- 
tantly. 

The world apart from Christ 
fancies itself as possessing much 
freedom while they scoff at true 
Christians who seem, to them, to 


be captives of “religion.’’ The sin- 
ful world is portrayed to young 
people as a place where you can 
“do as you please” without any 
“old-fashioned” restrictions. 
Nothing could be further from 
the truth. Christians are the only 
people in the world who are truly 
free. All others are Barabbasses, 
bound by their passions and sins, 
incarcerated in the Devil’s prison, 
awaiting the final judgment for 
their sins. With this knowledge 
Peter could point his finger at 
Simon Magus and say, “I perceive 
that thou art in the gall of bit- 
terness, and in the bond of in- 
quity” (Acts 8:23). Unsaved per- 
sons are “servants | bondslaves! of 
sin” (Rom. 6:17). So the writer 
of Hebrews says that Christ came 
to deliver “them who through fear 
of death were all their lifetime 
subject to bondage” (Heb. 2:15). 


Have you ever come to know 
Christ as your personal Saviour? 
If not, you are bound by the 
chains of sin. Perhaps you have 
tried to break them. You have 
vowed that you would chase those 
dark passions from your mind and 
heart. But they return. They al- 
ways return. You have promised 
yourself you will not curse, swear 
or drink. But you continue to do 
these things. You have resolved 
that you will be a better man 
or woman, but you do not seem 
to improve. What is the reason 
for your failure? You are a moral 
and spiritual prisoner, bound by 
sin. You cannot break those chains 
of habit, lust, and sin. But there 
is hope for you. 


Lost, but Jesus found me. 


Blind, but now | see. 
Bound, but, Hallelujah, 
Christ now sets me free. 
Who will deliver you from 
spiritual enslavement far worse 


than the physical imprisonment of 
Barabbas? Christ and Christ 
alone! The Saviour Himself de- 
clared, ‘“‘Whosoever committeth 
sin is the servant of sin... If the 
Son therefore shall make free, ye 


shall be free indeed” (John 8:34, 
35). 

Jesus Christ will snap _ those 
fetters. He will give you freedom 


from those shackles of sin. He 
will bring you out of the prison- 
house of sin and into the banquet- 
ing-house of his love. 


II. The Deliverance of 
Barabbas 


What a pathetic sight was Bar- 
abbas! How he vividly portrays 
the plight of every sinner—a rob- 
ber, a rebel, a murderer, and a 
prisoner. How would he ever es- 
cape from this prison? Was there 
any hope for him? 


Barabbas Deserved to Die. 
He was guilty of enormous 


crimes against society and, more: 


than that, against God. No “re- 
habilitation program” would ever 
have solved his basic problem, 
which was sin. His just punish- 
ment was death. He had killed 
others. He himself ought to die. 


Why should Barabbas die? Be- 
cause he had committed crimes 
worthy of death. Why should sin- 
ners experience eternal death, 
judgment, and separation from 
God? Because they have commit- 
ted sins that are worthy of such 
punishment. 

Modern society has minimized 
sin. Sin is a heinous offense 
against God and cannot be minim- 
ized. Death, both physical and 
eternal, is the punishment requir- 
ed by sin. Ezekiel warned the peo- 
ple of Israel that “the soul that 
sinneth it shall die’ (Ezek. 18:4). 
God’s law was a revelation to man 
of his sinful condition. “Now we 
know that what things so ever the 
law saith, it saith to them who 
are under the law: that every 
mouth may be stopped, and all 
the world may become guilty be- 
fore God’ .(Rom, 3:19). 

Of course all of us like to think 
ourselves innocent. Man has con- 
stantly tried to escape the dread- 
ful condemation that “all the 
world” is “guilty before God.” 

Most of us are just like the 
post office employee who had 
been suspected for some months 
of stealing stamps. One day a 
search of his person revealed one 
hundred stamps in his pockets. 
He charmingly protested that he 
had purchased those stamps for 
his own use. Upon hearing this, 
his foreman took a brush, dipped 
it in liquid and smeared it across 
the face of the stamps. There im- 


mediately appeared in bright red 
letters the words, “Stolen from 
the General Post Office.’’ He stood 
guilty while protesting his inno- 
cense, Invisible ink and a well- 
laid trap had exposed his guilt. 


In the light of God’s spotless 
holiness, every human being justly 
deserves eternal punishment. God 
sets His standard in Hebrews 
12:14: “Follow peace with all men, 
and holiness, without which no 
man shall see the Lord.’ No one 
can go to Heaven unless they are 
sinless, perfectly holy. This shuts 
the door in every person’s face 
apart from grace. God will not 
allow anything to enter Heaven 
that “defileth, neither whatsoever 
worketh abomination, or maketh 
a lie: but they~which are written 
in the Lamb’s book of life” (Rev. 
21:27). 

The only way a person can es- 
cape the condemnation of his guilt 
and reach Heaven is through the 
holiness of Another, even the Lord 
Jesus Christ. The righteousness 
that God requires, He must, and 
does, provide in the person of His 
own Son. Believers are made “the 
righteousness of God in him” (II 


Cor. 5:21), and receive the “right- 
eous which is of God by faith” 
(Phil. 3:9). 


There is no question about it. 
All of us stand with Barabbas. 
We justly deserve punishment for 
our sin. God’s “judgments are 
righteous” (Ps. 119:75). 


Barabbas’ Deliverance Depended 
Upon a Substitute 


The gospel record in Matthew 
27:15-18 draws the _ scene of 
Christ’s trial before our minds. 

“Now at that feast the governor 
was wont to release unto the peo- 
ple a prisoner, whom they would. 
And they had then a notable .pris- 
oner, called Barabbas. Therefore 
when they were gathered togeth- 
er, Pilate said unto them, Whom 
will ye that I release unto you? 
Barabbas, or Jesus which is called 
Christ? For he knew that for envy 
they had delivered him.” 


Barabbas or Jesus? Which wouid 
it be? The glowering robber or 
the spotless Lamb of God? One 
of them would die before another 
day went by. Which would it be? 

Pilate is troubled. He faces a 
tumultuous mob growing more 
restless by the minute as they 
are incited by wicked religious 
leaders. He ponders and puzzles. 
What can he do that will save this 
strange Man whom he believes 
to be innocent, and at the same 


time satisfy the demands of the'= 


crowd and save his own face? 

He lights upon a plan. Remem- 
bering the Roman custom of re- 
leasing some criminal to the peo- 
ple at Passover time, he sets the 
wheels of his mind turning. What 
foul character, what unsavory 
wretch of a criminal could he sug- 
gest to them in full knowledge 
that they would never choose him 
in preference to Jesus? The Rom- 
an dungeons were filled with all 
varieties of disgusting and de- 
graded personalities. Who would 
be the worst? “Ah, I have it,” 
says Pilate. Stepping confidently 
before the screaming crowd he 
makes his plea. “Barabbas or Je- 
sus’—which will you choose? 

Pilate perhaps felt that he had 
delivered the master stroke. He 
had saved Christ and also his own 
reputation with the people. Surely 
no one would choose infamous 
Barabbas as over against the low- 
ly and pure Nazarene. But even 
Pilate, that master politician and 
scheming ruler, had not reckoned 
upon the power of Satan, the con- 
niving of perverted religious 
leaders, nor the ungodliness of 
peoples’ hearts. 

“But the chief priests and eldevs 
persuaded the multitude that they 
should ask Barabbas, and destroy 
Jesus. The governor answered and 
said unto them, Whether of the 
twain will ye that I release unto 
you? They said, Barabbas. Pilate 
saith therefore unto them, What 
shall I do then with Jesus which 
is called Christ? They all say 
unto him, Let him be crucified” — 
Matt. 27:20-23. 

Horror of horrors! Pilate could 
not believe his own ears though 
they were well accustomed to out- 
rages, blasphemies and all manner 
of evil sayings. They wanted Bar- 


abbas freed and Jesus crucified. 
Well, so it shall be, thought 
Pilate. He barked a command to 
a soldier who stood near who 
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minimum charge, $5.

and television programs. Among 
them are such men as Oxnam, 
McCracken, Ferre, Blake, Ken- 
nedy, Peale, and a host of others. 
Let me give you a picture of 
modernism. Recently, eighty-seven 
of America’s religious leaders were 
invited to gather for three days 
in a government building in Wash- 
ington, D. C., to deal with cer- 
tain problems in American life, 
should we be faced with national 
catastrophe. Practically every 
form of religion and denomination 
had at least one representative 
present. A few of-us were there 
as observers. What a_66 sight! 
Clergymen, bishops, superintend- 
ents and what-nots, dressed in 
various types of clerical garb, at- 
tempting to solve great national 
and spiritual problems by prin- 
ciples of history, sociology, com- 
munism, traditions, church laws, 
and personal opinions, with never 
a mention of God’s Word, while 
at the same time filling the air 
with tobacco smoke! My Bible was 
the only one visible in the room. 
When I read from it, the strangest 
expressions of consternation came 
across the faces of those religious 
leaders. What blind leaders of the 
blind! And it is clergymen of such 
caliber that the United States Gov- 
ernment looks to for advice and 
to whom they have committed 
the solution of some serious na- 
tional problems in our day! 


Consider the tragic results of 
modernism: no Bible, no God, no 
Saviour, no cross, no salvation, 
no bodily resurrection, no visible 
second™coming, no Hell, but all 
are God’s children and are going 
to “the happy hunting ground” 
when life is over. Bible-believing 
Baptists have always opposed such 
desecration of the Scriptures. We 
are opposed today. We believe 
God’s Word as it is. Its message 
is the only hope for man today. 


2. Ecumenicalism 


The second destructive force 
Which is seeking to undermine 
the historical Bible witness is 


ecumenicalism. This can be de- 
scribed as the attempt to combine 
all churches and denominations 
into one great super-church, Ecu- 
menicalism is making great ad- 
vances today. Numerous large 
denominations have already unit- 


ed, and many more are planning | 


union as quickly as possible. 


The Bible teaches that this is | 


the setting of the stage for the 
Antichrist. After believers are 
caught up to be with the Lord, 
the Great Tribulation shall be on 
the earth for seven years, domi- 
nated by the world dictator, Anti- 
christ. All things are being made 
ready for him now in the central- 
izing of business, education, so- 
ciety and religion. The Antichrist 
Shall control apostate, united 
churches, religious denominations 
and organizations as well as ail 
other life on the earth. 

The driving forces behind the 
scheme of ecumenicalism are the 
National Council of Churches and 
the World Council of Churches. 
These two organizations are pow- 


the leadership of the most deter- 
mined modernists of our day. 
These men teach that all religions 
and faiths are good. They also 
assert that each religion will lead 
to Heaven if properly followed. 
The program of these false 
prophets is amalgamation, stating 
that there is good in all religions 
and therefore desiring to unite all 
religions* in one _ great, world 
church. 

Dr. Edwin T. Dahlberg, Baptist 
pastor from St. Louis, Missouri, 
and past president of the Nation+ 
al Council of Churches, has freely 
spoken about “our brothers in the 
Roman Catholic Church.” Another 
one of their defenders, Dr. Her- 
bert J. Gezork, president of the 
modernistic Andover-Newton Bap- 
tist Theological Seminary in 
Massachusetts, recent guest speak- 
er at Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion, after a trip to Russia and 
visiting with the heads of the 
Russian state church, spoke of 
the fine Christians whom he had 
met among them.. What strange 
words when so many of God’s 
dear saints are languishing in 
prison and slave labor camps be- 
hind the iron curtain because they 
have dared to oppose the deniers 
of the Bible in the Russian Or- 
thodox Church! 

Consider the evil results of ecu- 
menicalism. Christianity has lost 
its distinctiveness and authority, 
being just one of the religions of 
the world. The Roman Catholic 
conception of a universal, visable 
church has been foisted upon us. 
God’s program in the Great Com- 
mission of Matthew 28:18-20 is 
totally destroyed. It is no longer 
necessary to tell souls of the cru- 
cified, risen and coming Saviour 
and establish Bible-preaching, self- 
roverning, self-supporting,  self- 
propagating churches in America 
and other countries. It is now as- 
serted that one church or religion 
is as good as another. The only 
program now is to bring people 
into some church or religion and 


organize all churches and religions 


into one world-church. Bible-be- 
lievers reject this program. It is 
contrary to God’s Word. It is the 
program of Satan and satanic- 
inspired men. We must do all in 
our power by God’s grace at home 
and abroad to witness to souls 


about Christ, establish Bible- 
preaching churches and defend 
the faith. 


3. Neo-Orthodoxy 

The third anti-biblical force at 
work today seeking to undermine 
the historical truths of God’s 
Word is neo-orthodoxy. This new 
invention of Bible-rejectors is 
actually the old modernism dress- 
ed up with a new label. “Neo” is 
from a Greek word meaning new 
or recent. Orthodox simply means 
that which is sound or funda- 
mental. So, neo-orthodoxy simply 
means a new or recent orthodoxy. 
But, why do we need a 
new neo-orthodoxy? Why §re- 
ject old-fashioned, simple, Bible- 
believing orthodoxy? Unregener- 
ate man must always have some- 
thing new. What God says is too 
simple for modern-day, educated, 
self-sufficient man. 

Neo-orthodoxy has a great fol- 
lowing. A large number of so- 
called Christian colleges and 
theological institutions have shift- 
ed to this position. Most theologi- 
cal textbooks today are written 
by these men. Nearly all of the 
next generation of preachers, mis- 
sionaries and religious leaders will 
have been trained under this

Imagine the scene. The soldier 
so rapidly dispatched from Pilate’s 
side locates the jailor. “What did 
you say?” the jailor asked in- 
credulously. “I said that Pilate 
wants Barabbas released,” said the 
soldier, prodding the jailor with 
his spear. “Now get moving.” 

Through the inner doors they 
go. The jailor stops to light a 
lamp. Gripping his keys firmly 
he leads the soldier down the long 
corridor illuminated only by the 
flickering lamp. Finally he stops 
at a cell. It is the cell of Bar- 
abbas. Seeing the soldier by the 
side of the jailor, Barabbas instant- 
ly imagines that it must be time 
for him to die. Instinctively he 
cringes back into the cell. “I don’t 
want to go now,” he _ whines. 
“Please give me another chance.” 
The fear of death crushes down 
upon him. The time has come to 
pay for his crimes. His doom is 
sealed. 

But what is that the jailor just 
said? “Come on, Barabbas. Get up 
and let’s go. You’re a free man.” 
le could not believe what he had 
heard. Surely there was some mis- 
take. What about that cross that 
the jailor told him was being con- 
structed for him only yesterday 
—that awful cross upon which he 
was supposed to die? What about 
all the crimes he had committed? 
Had they forgotten those? He did 
not understand. 

As they marched down the long, 
dark corridor, again the jailor 
explained. He told about the scene 
outside, the howling mob, the un- 
usual Man called+ Jesus, and the 
decision of Pilate. And all the 
time Barabbas is thinking, “That 
cross they made for me. Jesus 
will die upon it. He will die in 
my place and I will go free.”

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satanic influence. This is why 
prayer for and support of Bible 
teaching institutes, colleges, and 
seminaries where God’s true Word 
is taught are so important and 
vital. 

What does neo-orthodoxy teach? 
First, that the Bible by itself is 
not the revelation of God to man, 
but only contains revelation and 
becomes revelation, by personal 


assent, to each individual who 
reads it. This is deceptive and 
dangerous. The Bible does not 


need to be read or judged by any 
one to become God’s Word. It 
is God’s Word, whether it is read, 
accepted or not (Ps. 119:89). 

Secondly, neo-orthodoxy asserts 
that the facts of the Bible and 
their actual, historical occurrence 
(such as Adam and Eve being 
actual persons, the virgin birth 
of Christ, the crucifixion, the 
resurrection and ascension of our 
Lord) are not necessary to es- 
tablish or confirm. Neo-orthodoxy 
simply states that what is im- 
portant is faith. But, Bible-be- 
lievers ask, “How can we have 
faith if we do not have real, his- 
torical facts?’’ Thank God, it can 
be asserted that every fact in the 
Bible is true and that our faith 
is established on real, historical 
events that actually took place 
in history (I John 5:10, 13). 

Further, neo-orthodoxy is total- 
ly dishonest and deceptive when 
it insists on the vocabulary of the 
Bible but injects a meaning total- 
ly contrary to the Bible. For ex- 
ample, neo-orthodoxy will speak 
of the virgin birth of Christ but 
actually hold the view that Joseph 
was the real father of our Lord. 
Also, the term “resurrection of 
Christ” is freely used but the bodi- 
ly resurrection is denied and only 
e “spirit” resurrection of God's 
Son is accepted, 

Consider the destructive results 
of neo-orthodoxy. It has-attacked 
the trustworthiness of the Scrip- 
tures. Subjectivism has been in- 
troduced, and each individual is 
to decide for himself or herself 
what part of the Bible is actually 
God’s Word. This exalts man 
above the Holy Spirit who is the 
only one to interpret God’s Word 
(John 16:13). Neo-orthodoxy de- 
nies the Bible in that it makes 
non-important the actual, histori- 
cal occurrance of the great facts 
of the Bible. Such denial of the 
Bible strikes at the very heart of 
Christianity. If the Bible 
not trustworthy, we have no mes- 
sage for lost souls. But, praise 
God, it is trustworthy. We do have 
a message. Let us preach and 
defend it!

4, Inclusivism 

The fourth destructive force be- 
ing supported and advocated with 
energetic devotion by many today 
is inclusivism. This is the doctrine 
that it is permissible and advan- 
tageous for believers to remain 
in modernistic denominations and 
groups, team up with those who 
deny the Bible and attempt to 
do the Lord’s work together with 
unbelievers. God's Word is un- 
mistakably clear to the Christian, 
“have no fellowship with the un- 
fruitful works of darkness, but 
rather reprove them” (Eph. 5:11). 

Practically every religious de- 
nomination in America today 
operates on the principle of in- 
clusivism. The modernists have 
taken eontrol of almost every de- 
nomination in this nation. Liter- 
ally thousands of born-again be- 
lievers are openly disobeying God’s 
Word and remaining in these 
apostate denominations and sup- 
porting them with their time, 
funds and efforts, due to personal 
and family reasons, or to ignor- 
ance of the actual facts, or to lack 
of courage to sever, or to the 
fact that there is too much money, 
property and good causes to de- 
sert, or to the cherished hope that 
modernism will die or be exter- 
minated. 

‘Both the Bible and history teach 
that once modernism is entrenched, 
it never dies but becomes more 
powerful and widespread. God's 
will for believers is to separate 
from modernism. Moses set up a 
new center of worship when 
modernism and inclusivism were 
astablished (Exod, 33:7). Our 
Lord gave no support to and 
separated from the religious sys- 
tem of His day, because it would 
not believe Him. Second John 7- 
31 teaches complete separation 


from modernism and inclusivism. 

Those devoted to inclusivism 
would have us believe that moder- 
nism is subsiding and denomina- 
tions are returning to the Gospel. 
That this is utterly false and wish- 
ful thinking is proven by the bold, 
unscriptural statements and acts 
of these leaders. Others in defense 
of inclusivism state that the Gos- 
pel is being preached. But what 
deception, dishonesty and hypoc- 
risy to preach the Gospel in the 
pulpit and support through the 
offering plate a modernistic pro- 
gram! 

Consider the destructive results 
of inclusivism. God’s Word has 
been denied and rejected; believers 
are unscripturally linked up with 
unbelievers; one can believe any- 
thing about the Bible and be in 
good standing as long as financial 
support is continued; money and 
not the Bible has become the 
measure of good standing; the 
money of God’s people is being 
used to pay the salaries of preach- 
ers, missionaries, professors and 
leaders who deny the Bible and to 
pay the bills of modernistic re- 
ligious causes and institutions of 
all descriptions; modernism is not 
being exposed and dene@unced; and 
wherever souls are being saved 
and Christians being helped, they 
are taught to be true to the de- 
nomination and faithfully support 
and defend its modernistic pro- 
gram. 

What a tragedy! The judgment 
seat of Christ will bring many 
sad rebukes to God’s people who 
have freely remained in modern- 
istic denominations in direct dis- 
obedience to God’s Word and 
thereby have strengthened moder- 
nism when they could have obeyed 
the Scriptures, been in funda- 
mental groups and made their 
lives and finances count for God’s 
glory (II Cor. 5:10). 

Consider the Bible separatist 
movement of our day as a testi- 


mony of God’s faithfulness as to 
what He will do for believers 
who obey His Word. Separating 


from Christ-denying, apostate, ec- 
clesiastical denominations and 
hierarchies because of denial of the 
Bible, worldliness and practices 
and methods contrary to the Bi- 
ble, these Separatist, Bible-believ- 
ing groups have been tremendous- 
ly blessed of God far beyond any- 
thing known in modern and past 
church history in soul-winning, 
planting churches, _ establishing 
Bible-teaching institutes, colleges 
and seminaries and sending out 
missionaries. 


5. New Evangelicalism 

The fifth destructive force 
which is at work today to under- 
mine God’s Word and God’s work 
is the new fundamentalism or the 
new evangelicalism. The leaders 
and foilowers of this new move- 
ment are certainly for the most 
part born-again men, but their 
emphasis is destructive to Bible 
Christianity in that there is an 
undue stress on education and the 
intellectual approach to the under- 
standing of the Bible. 

New evangelicalism can be de- 
scribed in various ways. Some con- 
tend that it is based on the phi- 
losophy of the nineteenth cen- 
tury German rationalist Hegel, 
which teaches that solutions are 
reached by thesis, anti-thesis and 
synthesis, thus establishing a new 
position. The new evangelical has 
taken the thesis, fundamentalism, 
and the anti-thesis, liberalism, 
and made a synthesis of the two, 
called the new evangelicalism. He 
has attempted to take the theol- 
ogy of the fundamentalist, the 
scholarship’ of the liberal, and 
combine them into the new evan- 
gelicalism. 

Another way to describe new 
evangelicalism is expressed in the 
idea thet the more highly edu- 
cated an individual is, the more 
qualified he is to understand and 
explain the Bible. Certainly edu- 
cation should not be neglected 
but the Bible makes it very clear 
that Gospel understanding does 
not depend on the education of 
man’s intellect but rather upon 
the Holy Ghost (I Cor. 1:21; 
2:14). Some of the greatest of 
God’s servants at home and on 
the mission field never saw the 
inside of a school room or ha 
formal education, 

Others have said that new 
evangelicalism has as its goal to 
present the Gospel to modern man 
without one single intellectual ob- 
jection. Modern man _ certainly 
needs redemption. Intellectual 
men are lost as well. But the 


Bible makes it clear that men 
are not won to Christ or the 
Gospel made one bit more desir- 
able through human reason. The 
new birth is only by God’s grace, 
not by human wisdom (Eph. 2:8, 
9; Rom. 10:17). 


This dangerous trend of over- 
emphasis on education has already 
crept into many mission fields 
where well-meaning missionaries 
are busily engaged in translating 
books on science, philosophy, and 
history into foreign languages so 
the heathen can be more easily 
won to Christ. What a tragedy! 
What an affront to the Holy 
Spirit who alone can open the 
heart to the Gospel! It is not 
education and knowledge that the 
lost need first of all; it is Christ 
Himself, 


New evangelicalism is also at- 
tempting to make the Gospel 
more acceptable to modern man 
with an emphasis on the Protes- 
tant Reformation of the sixteenth 
century when the scholastic ap- 
proach was preferred to the bib- 
lical, the philosophic to the spirit- 
ual, and the profound to the 
simple. “Christianity Today” men- 


tions Holy Communion rather 
than the Lord’s Supper, Sacra- 
ments instead of the ordinances 


and The Church (note capital “T”’ 
and capital “C’’) rather than the 
churches, New evangelicalism 
leans toward ecumenicalism when 
it stresses inclusivism, faithfulness 
to modernistic denominations, the 
concept of the Universal Church. 
Fellowship is not to be sought 
in preference to truth (Jude 3). 

New evangelicalism is also de- 
pending too heavily upon psychol- 
ogy and psychiatry to solve the 
problems of men and society. Such 
factors as heredity, environment, 
introversion and extroversion, 
emotional and social maladjust- 
ment, chronic fear and anxiety 
and many other personal factors 
are not to be denied, but only 
faith in the Lord Jesus Christ 
and faithful study of His Word 
can bring peace and blessing. This 
undue adherence to psychology 
has led some new evangelicals to 
change Bible principles of Chris- 
tian education. One of their lead- 
ers suggested recently that chil- 
dren should not be told that they 
are lost, because it may give them 
an inferiority complex; children 
should be taught rather that they 
need to be transformed. This is 
far from God’s Word (Luke 
19:10). 

Consider the devastating results 
of new evangelicalism. God’s Word 
is to be verified by human knowl- 
edge and learning. The Holy Spirit 
has been minimized as the jnter- 
preter of the Scriptures. Reason 
and logic are elevated to a danger- 
ous degree of importance. The ele- 
ment of uncertainty has been in- 
jected into Bible study awaiting 
the discovery of science, archeolo- 
gy or further secular facts. To be 
persuaded about the truths of 
God's Word has become impious, 
discourteous, unscholarly and un- 
spiritual. The tendency is to de- 
hate the Bible with secular tools 
rather than to accept it by simple 
faith. To stress the value of sci- 
ence to understand the Bible is 
the reverse of God’s order, which 
is that one cannot properly under- 
stand science until God’s Word is 
experienced and known. 

Education and knowledge can be 
dangerous and lead to a denial of 
the Gospel unless they are placed 
constantly under the scrutiny of 
God’s Word. Harnack, probably 
one of the greatest German liberal 
theologians, testified that he 
studied the Bible for fifty years 
on the average of fourteen hours 
a day and ended by denying more 
of the Bible than when he first 
began. The Bible must be accepted 
as final authority rather than in- 
tellect, reason or human knowl- 
edge. 


6. New Evangelism 


The sixth destructive force to- 
day highly detrimental to the 
Word of God and the cause of 
Christ is the new evangelism, or 
the new way to reach the most 
for Christ in the quickest time. 
Urgently presenting the Gospel to 
the lost is certainly the commis- 
psion. of our Lord, but the Lord 
has also told us HOW to reach 
them. 

The new evangelism is attempt- 
ing to reach those without Christ 
by teaming up with all Protestant 
denominations regardless of their 
beliefs about the Bible in order 
to secure the cooperation of all.

end justifies the means (II Sam. 
6:7). Methods must be as scrip- 
tural as motives (II Tim. 3:16). 
God’s work must be done in God’s 
way to have His full blessing and 
permanent effects. 


As a result, the new evangelism 
is sponsoring revival campaigns at 
home and abroad under the joint 
sponsorship and leadership of fun- 
damentalists and modernists. This 
is in direct disobedience to God's 
Word. The Bible clearly states 
that the ox and the ass shall not 
plow together (Deut. 22:10). God 
has established divinely ordered 
divisions. The Bible states that be- 
lievers are to mark unbelievers 
and avoid them (Rom. 16:17). The 
Scriptures teach that believers are 
to witness to the modernist and 
unbeliever but not link up with 
him in evangelistic endeavors. Bad 
company is the ruin of good char- 
acter (I Cor. 15:33). 

Defenders of the new evange- 
lism insist that it is succeeding. 
First,-it cannot succeed if it is 
contrary to the Bible, and con- 
trary to the Bible it is. God can- 
not be inconsistent.with His Word. 
Second, the facts do not indicate 
that it is working. In one of these 
new evangelism campaigns, 6,000 
of record made decisions. Two 
years later after careful survey, 
only 74 could be found. If the 
campaign had been conducted in 
God’s way and all the Bible 
preached, great numbers would 
have been found. In another such 
meeting 1,000 decisions were tabu- 
lated, and after two years, by a 
careful survey, absolutely none 
could be found interested in the 
Lord’s work. But man _ today 
claims the leading of the Holy 
Spirit for something that is con- 
trary to the Bible! 

From the point of view of fi- 
nances, the new evangelism is a 
shameful and outrageous expendi- 
ture of the money of God’s peo- 
ple. One of these men spent over 
$100,000.00 of American money in 
Tokyo, Japan, lavishing it on a 
three-day meeting of modernists 
and fundamentalists. 

New evangelism is voing 
through the motions, but is not 
succeeding from God’s viewpoint. 
Imagining that a job is being done 
reminds one of the man under 
psychiatric care, standing on the 
street corner one day in down- 
town Philadelphia, snapping his 
fingers vigorously. When asked 
why he was snapping his fingers, 
he replied that he was hired by 
the city of Philadelphia to keep 
the elephants away. Then being 
told that all the elephants were 
in Africa and India, 3,000 to 5,000 
miles away, he retorted, “Man, 
I really am doing a good job, 
aren’t I?” 

Consider the devastating results 
of new evangelism. God’s methods 
of soul-winning are denied and set 
aside in favor of man’s methods. 
All the Bible is. not being 
preached, because such would of- 
fend the modernists who are help- 
ing to support the efforts. Con- 
verts are equally encouraged and 
directed to join modefnistic 
churches because of the backing 
and participation of these church- 
es. Missionaries are reporting that 
this type of evangelism is destroy- 
ing their work, confusing their 
converts and greatly damaging the 
distinctiveness of Christianity 
Good preachers under this type of 
evangelism, such as Charles Tem- 
pleton, have denied the faith, quit 
the ministry, divorced their wives, 
remarried and are taking up 
worldly pursuits. 


It is paramount that we stand 
by God’s Word in all things (IJ 
Tim. 4:5), do God’s work in His 
way, win souls and plant churches 
at home and abroad and defend 
the faith at all costs.
